WasHiKOTOx, June 14th,—The following 
is furnished to the Associated Press, with a 
request for its publication : 
Executive Mansion,

Washington, 1>. C., June 14th. / 
Notwithstaniing ihe announcement hereto- 
fnre mu,le by ihe ITosideut. reserving Monday 
iu ea<-h week for the transaction of such 
public business as ab-olutely requires freedom 
from interruption, he finds that, through ignor­ 
ance of the rules adopted or from other causes, 
the time he thus seeks to reserve is to a great 
extent engrossed hy tht>se whose calls are of a 
personal and social nature, or by the presenta­ 
tion of business which might easily be post­ 
poned to another day. At half-past 1 every 
Monday, aud at the same hour on Wednesdays 
aud Fridays of e .eli week, the President will 
meet ull who desire to pay their respects. He 
earnestly requests that with the exception of 
the time above specified, the remainder of Mon­ 
day and the afternoon of other days in tlie week 
may be allowed him by the public, not for his 
pleasure, hut tor the performance of ollicial 
duty aud the transaction iff public business, 
l'roposed Centennial Celebra!ion. 
W ashington, June 14th.—A resolution 
was oflered in the House to-dav by Repre­ 
sentative Hewitt to provide for the celebra­ 
tion of the centennial anniversary of the 
organization of the constitutional govern­ 
ment of the United States and the first 
meeting of Congress, and of theinaugnra- 
ti ui of George Washington as President of 
the United States, in the city of New York, 
which will occur on the 30th of April, 
IAS!). It calls for a joint special committee, 
consisting of three Senators to be named 
by the presiding officer of the Senate, and 
five Representatives to be named by the 
Speaker of the House, whose duty it shall 
be to consider in what manner "the anni­ 
versary shall be ceiebrutcd. 
The Cottage w here G eneral G rant Died. 
W a sh in g t o n, June 14th.—Months ago a 
bill was presented in the House to accept 
the ofler of A. J. Drexel, of Philadelphia, 
to present to the Government, for memorial 
purposes, the cottage on Mount McGregor 
in which Gc-neral Grant died, and to make 
a small appropriation for its proper care, 
ft was referred to the Committee on Public 
Puiidings and Grounds, and placed in the 
hands of a sub-coiumittee, of which Mr.

Sensational Shooting A ffray-Bystanders 
Suffer, as I •••mi. 
Kansas City, June 11th.-—A set:national 
shooting affray occurred shortly after 5 
o'clock this evening at the corner of Ninth 
and Main streets, in this eitv. in which Dr. 
Morrison Munibrd. proprietor of the Tintes. 
and two other persons were shot by W. A. 
Carlisle, til attorney of this city. The local­ 
ity is known as the " Junction,” where 
Main aud Delaware streets unite, and the 
Ninth-Street cable cars receive and dis­ 
charge Ihe greater isirtion of their passen­ 
gers. Dr. Munford, accompanied hy a gen­ 
tleman friend, had ron-.e from the limes 
htrrlding to take the car going east. 
Dr. 
M unford entered the car. which was 
about comfortably tilled 
with 
¡«eo- 
ple. He was about to lake a s*at 
near the car door, when 
Carlisle, 
who had been standing near, came to t!>e 
platform of the car, drawing a revolver, 
and spoke to Munford, saving : *• You have 
traduced my wife, and I will kill vou." At 
the same moment Carlisle began firing at 
Munford, who was but three feet distant. 
The ball struck Munford in the side, glanc­ 
ing from a rib and lodging under the skin 
just below the breastbone. Carlialequickly 
fired again, the tiall cutting his intended 
victim’s coat and striking Miss Jennie 
Streeter, a girl lti years of age, who occu­ 
pied the next seat in the car. ‘D r.Munford 
then stooped forward, trying meanwhile to 
draw a revolver. Carlisle ste[>ped into 
the street on the south side, and began 
firing through the window, one hall 
striking a passenger named John 1-Jale in 
the face. After firing five shots in rapid 
succession, Carlisle started to run around 
the forward car attached to the other one, 
and was seized by two officers, as Mtinfoni 
stepped down to the pavement on the north 
side with bis drawn revolver. The latter 
was thought to have been fatally wounded. 
It is said he tried to shoot, but was not 
able to tirp his weapon. Munford called to 
the officers to let Carlisle go and give him a 
chance, hut bystanders quickly interfered 
and persuaded the Doctor to give up his 
weapon. He was taken to Dr. Jackson’s 
otlice, in the Timm building adjoining, 
where the bullet in his breast was extract­ 
ed and the wound dressed, after which he 
was removed to his home. Carlisle, mean­ 
while. was conducted down Main street, 
followed by an angry crowd. His action 
in shooting indiscriminately intotbethrong 
aroused the greatest indignation, and 
threats of violence were made on all sities. 
At Seventh street the prisoner was put in 
a carriage anil hurrie 1 to the police station. 
Several stones were thrown after it. Miss 
Streeter walked to the pavement and sat 
down. A carriage was called, and she was 
taken home, where her wound was dressed. 
The bullet was found to have passed 
through the fleshy portion of her left 
breasi. and the wound, though painful, is 
not dangerous. The bullet that struck 
Hale in the face lodged in his head, and 
has not yet been found. His life is not in 
danger, except in case of erysipelas, which 
is feared somewhat.

A Merchant Fatally Wounded hy Roliher 
Ei. Paso (Tex.), June 14th.—News has 
just been received by the Times oi a das­ 
tardly murder near South Fork, Lincoln 
county, New Mexico, fifteen miles off' the 
railroad. On the night of the 10th inst., 
about 8 o'clock, two men entered the gen­ 
eral store of A. II. Howe, some three miles 
west of the Mescalero Indian Agency, and 
asked for tobacco. As Howe started to get 
the tobacco, the two strangers covered him 
with their pistols and ordered him to throw 
up his hands. Howe, instead of comply­ 
ing. attacked the fellows, and succeeded in 
forcing them out of the front door, which 
he slummed in their faces. Just as the 
door closed a ball came crashing through 
and struck him i i the breast, passed clear 
through his body, and lodged against the 
hack of liis undershirt. The wounded 
man did not fall at once, but snatched a 
shotgun and fired at his assailants, who 
ran off in the darkness. The firing soon 
attracted help, and the Agency physician 
was called in. He pronounced Howe mor­ 
tally wounded, and gave him only a few 
hours to live. At daylight, f’aptai'n Trat- 
man. Chief of the Agency Police, with 
three of his best Indian traders, started in 
pursuit. They soon overtook one of them, 
who had been struck in the back of the 
neck by shot from Howe’s gun. The pur­ 
suers'are hot on the trail of the other, and 
are expected to have caught him by this 
time.

St. Loris, June 14th.—For some time 
past a num ber of prominent Knights of 
Labor organizers have been at work among 
the servant girls of this city, witli the re­ 
sult that a local Assembly has been organ­ 
ized, and they will be admitted to the 
Knights of I-abor as part of a National 
District Assembly, to be composed entirely 
of servant girls. The Assembly already 
numbers in the neighborhood of 150 mem­ 
bers/and is increasing at every meeting. 
The place of meeting is kept secret for the 
present, the principal reason being a desire 
of the girls to withhold their names from 
the public, for fear if thev were known to 
be members of the Knights of Labor they 
might lose tlieir situations.

Suicide of King Ludwig. 
M unich. June 14th.—After the arrival of 
King Ludwig nt Berg Castle, on Lake Starn- 
berg. al i¡ o’clock in the evening, he went 
out, ostensibly for a promenade in the park 
of Berg Castle, accompanied hy D i. «ron­ 
den, liis physician, when he suddenly 
threw himself into Slarnherg lake and was 
drowned. The physician jumped into the 
water to rescue him and was also drowned. 
h o w t h e d o d ie s w e r e f o u n d . 
The watch worn by the King, and whidh 
was on his person when his corpse was re­ 
covered. had stopped at 6:51 last evening. 
Dr. Mueller and Hubert, the King's stew­ 
ard, had the bodies of the King and Dr. 
Gudden conveyed to the castle and placed 
in beds. Although there was neither any 
perceptible recuperation or pulse moving 
in either body, Dr. Mueller and his assist­ 
ants, of the Ambulance Corps, attempted to 
restore animation in both, and only ceased 
their efforts at resuscitation at midnight, 
when life was proven extinct in both cases. 
King Ludwig's suicide lias cast a deep 
gloom over Munich. Now it is seen plainly 
that the people were deeply attached to the 
King, and evidences were everywhere 
manifest of the popular sorrow caused by 
his tragic death. 
B U LLETIN OF T H E DOLICE. 
The police have issued the following bul­ 
letin : 
The King quietly submitted to the advice of 
the Medical Commission and left for Berg Castle 
yesterday evening, liis Majesty went out for a 
walk in the park in company with lir. Gudden. 
Their prolonged absence caused anxiety nt the 
castle, anil the shores of bake Starnberg were 
searched, and the bodies of the King and I>r. 
Gudden were found in the water. Both showed 
slight signs ol .animation, but efforts to restore 
them were, however, unavailing. 
OTTO T H E FIR ST . 
At 10 o'clock this morning the Generals 
of the Bavarian army met and took the 
oath of allegiance to King Ludwig’s brother 
Otto, wboat once assumed the title of King 
undei the name of Otto the First. He is 
three years younger than Ludwig, having 
been born April 27, 1848. 
Otto, however, 
will he simply nominally King, as he is 
mentally incapable of coveming, and 
I'rince Luitpoid. liis uncle, will remain 
Regent. 
The Generals of the army have taken the 
oa’li of allegiance also to Prince Luiipoid 
as Regent of the Bavarian Government. 
EVIDENCES OF INSANITY. 
Munich. June 14th —The Medical Cem- 
mission which examined the late King 
Ludwig report that lie bad ordered the 
members of the ministerial deputation, 
headed by Count Holstein, w liocalled upon 
him to procure liis consent to the Regency, 
lo be flogged until they hied, and then have 
tbeir eyes extracted. Before his death the 
belief was spiending among the common 
people of Bavaria thut the King's deposi­ 
tion was illegal. The people did not be­ 
lieve he was insane. Precautions had been 
taken to prevent the populace from rising 
to restore tiie King. 
[Louis II. (Otho Frederick William), Kin? of 
Bavaria, born nt Nymphenburg, August 2r, 1845, 
succeeded to the throne In 1861. Alter the but­ 
tle of Konlggratz, a treaty of alliance was en­ 
tered into between Prussia and Buvarln. aud 
the latter joined the former in invading France. 
The Bavarian Government oppoecd the ( Itra- 
montnnc party und encouraged the so-called 
"Old Catholic*." King Ixmis was passionately 
fond of music, and was called the music-mad 
King. As he grew in years he liecame very ex­ 
travagant and wildly dissipated, so much so 
that legislation was resorted lo for national pro­ 
tection. A full story of King Ludwig's eccen­ 
tricities, which piesscd the patience or Bavarian 
statesmen, would be generally regarded as in­ 
credible.

N ew York, June 14th.—The press to-day 
comments on Gladstone's manifesto to the 
Midlothian electors, as follows : 
The Times snvs : Gladstone's manifesto, 
though hardly an eloqnent appeal, has the 
virtues of simplicity and directness. His 
purpose is tersely summed up in the clos­ 
ing paraprapit, in which lie expresses the 
hope that his constituents will cast away 
all delusions, refuse tiie evil and choose 
the good. The strength of the appeal ii.-s 
in the iteration of hard facts, tha! there is 
no possible alternative to home rule save 
coercion. 
The Herald thinks it is a remarkable tloc- 
umant, eloquent as an appeal and virile 
and sturdy as a succinct statement of facts. 
Whatever else Gladstone may lack, he cer­ 
tainly docs not lack a clear head. He 
grasps the strategic points of the contro­ 
versy. and drags tiie purposes of the Tories 
into light as a policeman tlrags an unwill­ 
ing prisoner into Court for examination 
and sentence. 
The Tribune says: The manifesto, while 
it contains nothing especially new or start­ 
ling, shows no falling off in the l’remter s 
ability to express what he has to say in 
clear and vigorous language. The issues to 
be passed upon he puts in the clearest light. 
There is less union now than under the 
settlement of 1782. The plan of an Irish 
1‘arliatnent is not an innovation, but a re­ 
storation. Altlioiigh addressed to the elect­ 
ors of Midlothian. Gladstone's appeal is 
made for the country. It is the keynote of 
the campaign, and will meet the response 
which it deserves.

Parliament never 
voted oil the question of coercion versus 
home rule, if it had it never would have 
tolerated a Government on this issue.” 
M anchester, Juno 14tli.—The Guardian 
says that of Gladstone, Salisbury and 
Chamberlain, Gladstone alone sees the 
desperate circumstances in which the coun­ 
try is placed by a mistaken policy on the 
Irish question, and that he alone perceives 
how those circumstances can be best dealt 
with. " Wc are confident,” atlds the Guar- 
dian, "th at the country will indorse the 
Premier’s diagnosis, and the proposed 
remedy, for they are based on vigorous 
common sense.” 
London, June 14th.—The Conservative 
provincial papers bitterly criticise Glad­ 
stone’s manifesto. The Irish papers do 
not make their comments on the manifesto 
a feature of their issues, but criticise, as a 
m atter of course, according to their party 
hearing."

The loyalty of Mr.' Dorman B. Eaton 
to the 
civil service reform laws is as 
pronounced as is the treachery of the Dem­ 
ocratic party to the system. 
The loyal 
Democrat is the President. 
AYe do not 
believe there are a half a dozen others 
about AYasliington who would not gladly 
see the civil service reform broken. 
Air. 
Eaton lias the courage to charge Mr. Ran­ 
dall with enmity to the law. 
lie charges 
that the Democratic leaders in Congress 
have persistently antagonized the law, and 
used underhanded methods to make it in­ 
effective, and to avoid it. 
Perhaps we 
ought not to feel surprised that this is 
tr;ie ; as the Cleveland Leader and Hcralde 
facetiously asks, “ What else did you ex­ 
pect?” According to Air. Eaton the spoils­ 
men in Congress have formulated a regu­ 
lar plan to belittle the civil service sys­ 
tem and practically nullify the law, and 
the chief cjnspirator, he charges, is Air. 
Randall. 
lie Is at the head of the Appro­ 
priations Committee, and that committee 
proposes to allow a sum for the Civil Serv­ 
ice Commission, which means its non­ 
support and abandonment. 
This Is the 
rider to the bill through which Air. Ran­ 
dall makes his assault upon the Commis­ 
sion : “ This appropriation shall be availa­ 
ble only when the rules of the Civil Serv­ 
ice < ommission are so framed as that the 
names of all applicants for appointment 
from any State found duly qualified on 
examination, and without regard to nge> 
shall be sent to the head of department or 
oilier officer charged with making appoint­ 
ments.” 


And this the Chicago Times very appro­ 
priately terms bulldozing the Commission 
and boycotting the President. 
It would 
compel the latter to so change the rules for 
the Commission as to enlarge the patron­ 
age of Congressmen. 
It would return to 
them the ability to take partin the matter 
of appointments which the civil service 
hill was expressly intended to take away 
from them. 
The proposition amounts to 
this, that Congress shall say to the Presi­ 
dent, “ You must make rules for the Com­ 
mission that suit us, or we will not allow 
you the means necessary to carry on the 
work of the Commission, and it makes no 
sort of difference to us that the change de­ 
manded strikes at the very heart of the 
reform.” 
Unless we mistake the Presi­ 
dent, he will refuse to be boycotted, and 
will find a way of returning the shot sent 
after him. 
Common regard for the dig­ 
nity of his office will induce him to defend 
its prerogatives. 
It is a demand that the 
Presidential office shall be shared with the 
boss Congressmen, and to this he will not 
consent. 
Air. Eaton puts the practical working of 
the principle involved in this way : “ The 
House may eoniTition the salaries of Sen­ 
ators on their voting for a House bill, and 
the salaries of Judges upon their amend­ 
ing the rules of the Court as the House 
shall dictate. 
The Senate need not sub­ 
mit to its defeat in attempting to wrest the 
removal power from the President, but 
may on your theory condition the payment 
of his salary upon his sending all his pri­ 
vate correspondence to the several commit­ 
tees of that body. 
Even the commit­ 
tee on 
appropriations 
may become a 
great power by reporting 
against the 
salaries of all members of the Execu­ 
tive that do not yield to its demands.” 
If the House proviso should prevail this 
would be the effect: Instead of the five 
highest on the list of passed applicants for 
position, the appointing officer would have 
the whole list m his possession. 
Suppose 
there were on it fifty names and twenty- 
five were Democrats and twenty-five Re­ 
publicans. the appointing officer could se­ 
lect from among the Democrats, no matter 
if all or part of them stood below the 
others in the matter of excellence on ex­ 
animation. 
Of course this would defeat 
the vital principle of the reform, which 
proceeds upon the policy of greatest fit­ 
ness, ascertained by competitive examina­ 
tion, and to eliminate partisanship from 
the scheme of appointments so far as the 
limitations of the Civil Service Act per­ 
mit.

Claiming to show such alleged facts, 
the Attorney-General asks that the said Prison 
Directors be removed from office. 
To the said charges the Directors filed an an ­ 
swer in writing, denying specifically each alle­ 
gation and charge in the complaint. 
The m atter coming on to be heard on the 15th 
day of May, 188G, ana all parties being present 
or represented, testimony was taken and sub­ 
mitted, with the privilege of each party, as con­ 
curred in. to tile hrlels w ithin fifteen days. The 
attorney for the Directors filed his brief within 
the time prescribed, hut the Attorney-General 
has so far failed to file any brief. Now, there­ 
fore, tlie time for filing briefs having expired, 
and, being fully advised in the premises, I find 
that the charges in the complaint of the Attor­ 
ney-General are not sustained, and the prayer 
of the com plainant, that the Prison Directors be 
removed from office, is therefore denied, and 
the com plaint dismissed.

w hich no do u b t w ill be a d o p ted : 
Gr.NTi.EMEN: Remonstrances have reached me 
from labor organizations in every part of the 
State against the- injurious effects of convict 
labor upon certain industries in which a large 
num ber of mechanics are employed. Competi­ 
tion of this character tends to degrade labor 
nud reduce to a still lower level the wages of 
men already suffering from competition with 
Chinese labor. 
The spirit or intent of our State Constitution 
is inimical to such a condition of affairs, and it 
is my duty as Chief Executive to.do ali in my 
power to prevent or remove any just cause of 
complaint In this direction. 
From the testimony given before me when 
hearing tlie charges made against your Hoard 
by the Attorney-General of the State, and from 
faets elucidated before the Penological Commis­ 
sion, 1 am satisfied that much can be done to 
satisfy the fair demands of our working classes, 
without detrim ent to the interests of the com­ 
m unity at large. 
You are responsible for the proper manage­ 
ment of the Plate Prisons, and I can only recom­ 
mend such changes in your system o f’labor in 
these institutions as may seem to me advisable. 
It is for you to adopt or reject them. 
1 would therefore recommend the diaeontinu- 
ance, as soon as practicable, of supplying stone 
from Folsom, and furniture from San Quentin, 
to contractors and others, unless for works and 
institutions under State control. 
You may he able to extend this recommetida- 
tion to other departm ents of prison labor which, 
in your opinion, are seriously detrim ental to the 
interests of the working classes, without impair­ 
ing the efficiency of vour management. 
The maim lecture of jute does not conflict with 
the interests of our state industries, nor is it 
objectionable to the wage-workers. 
The demand for this article now far exceeds 
the supply, and it is becoming a large source of 
revenue to the Plate. Capacity for its m anu­ 
facture should be largely increased, so as to en­ 
gage the entire labor of Pan Quentin Prison, 
and I shall strongly recommend the same to our 
next State Legislature, whose duty it is. under 
Article X. of the Constitution, io pass such 
laws as may he necessary to further define and 
regulate the powers and duties of the Hoard, 
and to carry into effect its provisions.

A gentlem an who returned 'from the 
lower Sacram ento yesterday reports that 
the high wind of Saturday played havoc 
w ith the fruit in that section, great num ­ 
bers of peaches, prunes, apricots, etc., being 
shaken from the trees. 
The fruit crop had 
promised but poorly before this, and con­ 
sequently the result of the gate added to 
the disgust of the growers. The San Jose 
scale has attacked the fruit trees of all 
kinds in that neighborhood, and in some 
instances the pest is in such imm ense num ­ 
bers that it will he alm ost impossible to 
save the trees. 
Dwight Hollister’s apple 
orchard is virtually gone—the presence of 
the so .de-bug can be observed by the pe­ 
culiar smell when one passes through it— 
and he will probably cut the trees down, 
but will m ake a determined effort to save 
his pears. The apricots have not am ounted 
to m uch this season, being very small, 
“ lew i:i a hill,” and apt to drop from the 
tree if looked at severely. The potatoes 
do not look well, either, and as a whole it 
is a decidedly ‘'o ffy e a r” for the lower 
river.

H is G rave in th e S tate P la t I-nm arketl 
a n d F o rg o tten . 
The Uecobd-Uniox. nf Sacramento, publishes 
very interesting biographical sketches of the 
¡State’s honored dead who lie buried in the 
State’s cemetery plat in tbe Capital C R y^R nt 
in its list it leaves out one of the early advocates 
of liberty and the rights of man and defenders 
of the Ynion. whose eloquence and clarion 
voice stirred the people of the State, in the val­ 
leys and the mountains, cities, towns ana m in­ 
ing camps, to patriotic zeal in the cause ol coun­ 
try and numanitv. We refer to the Hon. \>m. 
II. Weeks, the first Republican secretary of 
State elected by the people of ( alifornia. and 
who was elected on the Republican State ticket 
with Governor Stanford in l'HiO, and died in 
office full of honors. If the Record-! >*ion will 
refer to the files of the old Sacramento In ion* 
of 1S6U-64, it will find not only a biographical 
sketch ol the honored dead, but also the action 
of the Legislature of that session in honor of his 
memory. If we are not mistaken, Mr. Weeks 
lies buried in the State plat with those other 
State officers who died in the service of the 
State—and he certainly was not lea.%t among the 
State's dead servants. 
The above appeared in the Oakland 
Tribune of Saturday. 
Tiie article referred 
to in the Rei okd-Fniox was carefully com­ 
piled from all the data obtainable. 
There 
are but eight graves marked in the State 
plat, which is splendidly sodded to blue 
grass, and hut five of those are marked 
w ith suitable m onuments. There does not 
seem to have been any record kept of the 
interm ents in this plot by the State author­ 
ities, and no special record lias been kept 
bv the Superintendent of the Cemeteries. 
The Tribune is right. 
The register at the 
cemetery, on the date of August 18, 1833, 
under the head of interments, has the fol­ 
lowing: ‘‘W illiam II. Weeks, State plat.” 
The Daily Union of August 17, 
1SG3, 
editorially said : 
W illiam II. Weeks, Sec­ 
retary of State, died yesterday. 
H e was a 
native of W aldo county, Maine, and was 
at one tim e District Attorney for that 
county. 
He arrived in California in the 
year lsJO, and went to the mines on the 
Mokelumnc at a locality known as Big 
Bar. 
H e remained there until the spring 
o! l'J b , when he left for San Francisco, 
and soon formed a partnership w ith Louis 
K. Lull in the practice of the law. Subse­ 
quently he removed to Sacramento, and in 
1857 was a candidate for District Attorney 
of this county, but withdrew from ihe 
canvass in favor of II. II. Morrison, who 
was elected. 
W hen A braham Lincoln was 
called to the Presidential clialr, Weeks, 
having been elected one of the Electors in 
this State, was chosen as the messenger to 
convey the vote to W ashington. 
On the 
election of Leland Stanford Governor in 
18(11, W. II. W eeks was appointed Secre­ 
tary of State. which office lie held at the 
tim e of his dentil.” 
The Daily Union of A ugust 19, 1 Sf>3, lo­ 
cally said : “ The funeral of W. H. W eeks, 
late Secretary of State, took place yesterday 
forenoon. The rem ains were removed to 
the Assembly Chamber, where, in a silver- 
m ounted rosewood coffin, they were placed 
on a table appropriately draped, in front of 
the Speaker’s stand. A silver plate on the 
coffin bore the following inscription : ‘ W. 
JI. Weeks, Secretary of State of California, 
died August 10, 1S63, aged 56 years.’ 
The 
room was visited by a large* num ber of 
persons, most of whom had known the de­ 
ceased while living. The Rev. J. E. Peck 
administered th e religious rites of the 
occasion, reading from the Scriptures, de­ 
livering an appropriate address and con­ 
cluding with a prayer. The coffin was 
then removed to the hearse, C. H . Swift, 
Robert Robinson. I)r. Nixon, L. H . Foote, 
J. Bailey. C. P. H untington, A. J. Elder 
and Charles Crocker acting as pall-bearers. 
The funeral procession formed and moved 
in the following o rd er: Company I, Cap­ 
tain W itliam, First California Cavalry; 
National Guards, Lieutenant W elty; City 
Guard, Lieutenant Friend ; carriage with 
clergy ; hc-arse, drawn by four black horses; 
carriages w ith Governor and State officers; 
carriages with citizens. 
The procession 
moved to the City Cemetery, where the in­ 
term ent took place in tlic Legislative plot, 
where rests the rem ains of Ferguson, Bell, 
Campbell and others who at the tim e of 
their death were members of the Legisla­ 
ture or held State offices.”

ment, the exasperating 
length 
of the 
waits” between acts. 
T h is.it is alleged, 
was due to the absence of “ properties,” 
which it is claimed the local managem ent 
should have supplied, and of which >t had 
tim ely notice. 
However this may be, the 
auditors were the sufferers. Of course this 
cannot happen again, as the supply is now 
filled. 
W hile the stage was well dressed, 
it m ay be suggested that the same fur­ 
nishings. 
thinly 
disguised, for distinct 
houses of widely differing character, tends 
to defeat the very purpose of ‘ setting " a 
stage at all. Miss Lewis’ company in ihe 
m ain affords her capable support, hut at 
this late hour it may not be considered as 
its faults and its virtues demand. It m ust 
suffice to say that Miss Tittle, Mr. Reinnu 
and Mr. M ainhall have the burden of the 
support, th e lady surprising her friends 
here who saw her first efforts on the stage, 
three years ago. by the progress she has 
made and the strength she has attained. 
Mr. Reinan proves to he admirably adapted 
to tlic role of the cool, calculating lawyer 
and devoted friend, who íb the good genius 
of the piav.

Of Miss Lewis it is enough to say that she 
fully m aintains her reputation for intense 
vitality in her acting, nervous vigor, and 
the wonderful play of her countenance, 
with the evidences of unspeakable passion. 
She lias grown somewhat stouter, hut not 
less graceful; has matured in the methods 
of her art. and clearly testifies to more 
careful study of the emotions and their 
outward m anifestations, and greater ability 
in portraying them . Ciothilde is a strong 
part, giving a vivid picture of the revenge­ 
ful woman alternating between love and 
hate, 
and 
swayed 
now 
by motives 
of revenge, 
am i then by remorse for 
the 
cruelty 
she 
inflicts. 
The story 
of the play is that of a woman loved 
and rejected, who, in revenge, brings the 
object of it to m arriage with a confiding, 
gentle girl w hom she had rescued from a 
gambling hell, into which she was inno­ 
cently ami unw illingly dragged. Conceal­ 
m ent of this sham eful past in the bride’s 
life record, and revealment of it to the hus­ 
band shortly after marriage, is the pith of 
ihe plot. 
It is sensational in the highest 
degree, but, unlike many of the French 
adaptations in which Jeffrcys-Lewis is so 
successful, it involves no tale of unchastity, 
illicit love or crime.

The M ardi Gras Committee m et at the 
Court-house last evening. The attendance 
was large, and the deliberations marked 
with enthusiasm . 
A communication was 
received from the Fourth of July Execu­ 
tive Committee giving official notice that 
$Zio0 had been set apart to assist in defray­ 
ing the expenses of the evening parade. 
The com m unication was received, placed 
on file, and the Secretary directed to ac­ 
knowledge receipt of the same, and return 
thanks tor the donation.

Au E vening W ith the Pioneer Association 
—K em luiscences o f 1849. 
Last evening at l ’ioneer H all a banquet 
was held in honor of the seventy-third 
birthday of Louis Callisch, an honored 
m em ber of the Association, and the thirty- 
seventh anniversary of the arrival in 3an 
Francisco of the President of the Associa­ 
tion—G. \V. Chesley. 
It goes w ithout say­ 
ing that all gatherings of the Pioneers are 
happy social reunions, and that of last 
evening was no exception. The banquet- 
table was spread with all the toothsome 
edibles, and the sparkling juice of the 
grape and russet apple flowed w ithout 
1 stint, while the sallies of wit and flights of 
eloquence were only such as are heard in 
assemblages 
where 
each m an 
feels 
him self nis 
fellows’ equal, and each 
accords 
the 
right 
to 
the 
others 
of 
being 
heard. 
A t the 
table 
were seated the following Pioneers—G. \V.

After the speech of welcome by tlic Pres­ 
ident, and all had partaken of the bountiful 
feast, each individual was called upon for 
a speech. Each pioneer gave a brief history 
of his coining to California, and his per­ 
sonal experience im m ediately after liis 
arrival here—most of them were young 
men, under thirty years of age. and arrived 
here w ithout a cent of money, but strong 
arms, willing hands, lots of energy and 
endowed w ith that characteristic necessary 
to all who would win in this western world, 
indom itable pluck. Some came the “plains 
across,” others •• rounded the H orn, and 
others came by “ the way of the Isthm us." 
All arrived in Sacramento in 1849, and 
with but few exceptions all have resided 
in this vicinity ever since. 
All went 
to work, with one exception, on the day 
they arrived here, and the lowest wages 
any one received for any kind of labor that 
offered itself was $10 per day. All carried 
their blankets upon their backs, mother 
earth and the shade of an oak tree was their 
bed, and their canopy the starry heavens. 
As soon as they were rested from their trip 
from the East, and tlicir purses sufficiently 
replenished, m ost of them wore off for the 
mines, where they “ rocked the cradle” 
and “ worked the long-tom ” in quest of 
the fickle goddess that had lured them 
from home and friends in the East. The 
speeches were all interesting, and, if writ­ 
ten out, would till a volume that would 
he au 
excellent 
acquisition 
to 
the 
pioneer 
history of the 
State. 
Some 
soon 
forsook 
the 
h u n t 
for 
gold, 
the lawyer hnng out his shingle, the doctor 
located to a practice, the farm er fenced the 
rich bottoms and the productive plains, 
and the young man who had been raised to 
m ercantile pursuits began to engage in 
that branch of business. One of the most 
interesting recitals was that of Judge Mc­ 
Kune, who, in company w ith nineteen 
companions, crossed the m ountains from 
Truckee and reached the first m ining set­ 
tlem ent in alm ost c famished condition. 
Flour was obtained by his party at fifty 
cents per pound, which, together with 
some Bologna sausage, bought a ta price so 
fabulously high that the story almost 
sounds like fiction, was what their first 
meal was made of after striking the m ining 
camp. The banquet did not adjourn until 
a late hour.

They 
m ust know that they can buy land in sm all 
tracts, and that with this land a water 
right will he guaranteed. 
Assure us of

turn, that more newcomers will flock here 
than the county has seen since the days of 
'49. T hink of a county that over 100 par­ 
ties in it own over 1,000 acres of land apiece. 
Cut up the land and bring in the water, and 
then we shall have a county worth bragging 
about.

CALIFORNIA. 


Ixecution of Do W itt a t Coin,a. 
Colusa, Ju n e 14th.—Charles l)e W itt was 
hanged in the Court-yard here, this after­ 
noon. for the m urder of Dolly Sullivan, a 
courtesan, at Willows, this county. May 10, 
1885. 
He was convicted of m urder in the 
lirst degree, in June, 1885, and was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged September 11th. 
On 
that date, however, the case had not been 
passed upon by the Suprem e Court. 
In 
February, 1886. the Supreme Court affirmed 
the judgm ent of the lower Court, and the 
defendaut was rc-sentenccd to be hanged 
on June 4th. On that day, however, Gov­ 
ernor Stonenian reprieved him for ten days. 
His attorneys and friends m ade strenuous 
efforts to have the Governor comm ute the 
judgm ent to im prisonm ent for life, but 
w ithout avail, and to-day the death sen­ 
tence was duly carried out. The deceased 
was an intelligent-appearing young man, 
was a native of San Francisco, aired 28 
years. 
H e smoked a cigar while the death- 
w arrant was being read to him by the 
Sheriff, and betrayed very little nervous­ 
ness. 
He made quite a lengthy speech on 
the scaffold. H e criticised the Governor's 
action in not com m uting his sentence, and 
upbraided the prosecuting officers for not 
perm itting him , a- he claimed, to have a 
fair trial. 
He bade good-by to his friends, 
but m ade no reference to the m urder. The 
drop was sprung at 2:44 p. m., and the fail 
dislocated bis neck. 
In nine and a half 
m inutes life was pronounced extinct, and 
in eleven m inutes the body was cut down. 
About fortv spectators witnessed the exe­ 
cution. including several 
Sheriffs from 
neigboring counties. 
DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 
Colusa, Ju n e 14th.—T heerim elbr which 
De W itt paid the penalty is as follows : 
H e was a gambler of W illows, and on the 
10th of May, 1885, he shot and killed Dolly 
Sullivan, a woman of the town. 
He had 
been living off the earnings of her shame 
until w ithin a few hours of the tragedy, 
and there appeared to be no provocation 
for his act except that she had refused to 
support him any longer. 
Early in the 
m o rn in g b ew e n tto th eh o u .se where she, 
with others, was living, and asked to he 
adm itted. 
He had threatened the night 
before to kill her and others, and fearing 
that he had conic to execute his threat they 
refused to let him in. 
He then broke in 
through the window of her room and fol­ 
lowed her to another room where she had 
taken refuge 
T he door was locked, but ho 
broke it open. 
As lie did so the proprietor 
of the house, H ugh Miller, remonstrated 
with him for his conduct, and asked him 
to go aw ay. M iller lay iu bed at the tim e 
and sim ply raised up on his elbow to speak 
to I)e W itt, when De W itt drew his pistol 
and fired at him , the ball only inflicting a 
slight ticsh wound in the side. The woman 
then jum ped up from another bed in the 
room and running to the m urderer threw 
her arm s around his neck and begged him 
to desist and leave the house. 
He, in re­ 
ply. instantly shot her. The ball entered 
the side at the eighth rib, passed through 
the liver and stomach and lodged in the 
spine. 
As De W itt fired he put his arm 
around her and dragged her from the bed­ 
room into the hall and fired two more shots 
at her. T he second shot missed, but she 
fell to the floor front exhaustion, and as 
she lay there he tired the third and last 
shot, which passed through her arm. 
A rrested for Forgery—Third D istrict Fair. 
Chico, Ju n e 14th.—On Saturday evening 
a young Germ an named Steinm an was ar­ 
rested for forging the name of George 
Peterson to a check for $50, and cashing it 
at the B ank of Chico. 
H e is now in jail. 
H enry Sanborn, owner of the Chico 
Driving Park, will begin in a few days to 
put up new stables and other buildings to 
take the place of those destroyed by tire. 
Our people are very jubilant over the fact, 
as it was feared there would be n.o fair this 
year. The Directors of the Third District 
Agricultural Society promise one of the 
largest and best fairs ever held in northern 
California. 
All departn ents will be well 
represented. A splendid speed program m e 
has been arranged, and purses am ounting 
to $4,000 will he given. 
The purses range 
in size from $150 up to $700. On the 1st of 
Ju ly a stable of tw enty noted running 
horses will arrive here and remain in train­ 
ing until the fair begins, August 17th. 
Insurance Paid—F a ir Preparations. 
Chico, Ju n e 14th.—The insurance on the 
Chico race track building, which was burned 
last Thursday, was paid this morning, and 
the new buildings will he commenced to­ 
m orrow, all on a modern scale, and will be 
ready for the agricultural fair, which begins 
on the 7th of August. Preparations for the 
fair are in full blast. 
Residence B urned—Suicide of a Boy. 
Santa Cruz. Ju n e 14th.—The residence 
ot 
Mrs. Stikem an, 
on 
Ben 
Lomond, 
burned to the ground on Saturday evening. 
Loss, about $3,500; insurance, $1,500. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 
T his m orning Ernest Slack, brother of 
Professor Slack, of the H astings Law Col­ 
lege. com m itted suicide by shooting him ­ 
self. 
H e was about 18 years of age. 
W ell-Known Citizen Dead. 
Santa Cruz. June 14th.—John Menges, 
a well-known citizen, died last evening, 
after a lingering illness. 
H e was for m any 
years foreman of the hook and ladder com­ 
pany. 
The Turn lest o f the Pacific Ite/.irk. 
P etaluma, Ju n e 14th.—The attendance 
at the T inniest of the Pacific Bezirk, being 
held here, lias been large. Y esterday even­ 
ing a torchlight procession paraded through 
the principal streets. The business houses 
were illum inated with Chinese lanterns 
and handsomely decorated. 
Y esterday an 
oration was delivered by H on. H . Rocher 
at A gricultural P ark and a competitive 
turning exhibition given. The San Jose, 
Napa and San Francisco singing secLions 
gave a competitive concert at T urner Hall 
in the evening. 
Prize recitations were also 
given by the Los Angeles, Napa and San 
Francisco Mission Vcreins. 
To-day gym ­ 
nastic and shooting competitions are being 
held at the park. 
Safe N eatly Cracked. 
Stockton, June t4lh.—The safe of Peter 
Musto, a grocer, was neatly cracked yester­ 
day morning, and $140 stolen. 
The safe 
was close to the glass front of the store in 
plain sight of the street, and the gas was 
burning w ithin. The burglars took a wine 
supper in the store after they had finished 
the job on the safe. 
D eath of a Boy from Lockjaw. 
R f.pwood City, June 
14th.— W illiam 
Walsli, the eigbt-yearold son of Mrs. P. 
W alsh, of this town, died to-day from lock­ 
jaw . H e contracted the ailm ent from a cut 
in the foot a week ago. 
Another Indian O utbreak Threatened. 
N eedles, June 14th.—An outbreak and 
massacres are threatened am ong the Hual- 
pai Indians at Kinguiau & Peach Springs, 
Arizona, and much apprehension is felt for 
the safety of the whites. 
About ten days 
ago a buck named Pisa, in a jealous rage, 
shot his squaw and seven other bucks and 
squaws, and then killed his pony and him ­ 
self. 
In revenge, the tribe, according to 
their enstom. were about to massacre the 
family and relatives of Pisa, but were pre­ 
vented by the whites, who finally sent 
them here for safety. This greatly enraged 
and excited the remainder. They have 
been holding powwows, procuring am m u­ 
nition and removing their squaws and 
pontes, and now openly threaten to take 
the warpath. The Huaipais num ber al>ou 
500, with Schurna as chief. They have al 
ways been peaceable, but now m ake omin 
otts threats and references to Gerónimo and 
the Apaches. The whites are w ithout arm s 
or means of defense. 


Grand Council of the Young M en's In sti­ 
tute. 
San J ose, Juue 14th.—The second annual 
Convention of the Grand Council of the 
Y’oung M en's Institute convened in Odd 
Fellows’ H all, this city, this m orning. One 
hundred and fifty-one delegates are in at­ 
tendance. 
The day was occupied in rou­ 
tine business, the presenting of credentials 
and hearing reports of officers. The report 
of Grand President J. J. McDade shows 
that since the organizing of the Grand 
Council one year ago the num ber of Insti­ 
tutes lias increased from seven to thirty- 
two. with a m em bership of 2,500 and a 
treasury of $7,500. 


Sudden Death. 
San F rancisco, June 14th.—E. Luess- 
mann. bar-tender in Hedrich A Ruge’s sa­ 
loon, 12 Mason street, died suddenly from 
hemorrhage of the lungs, about noon to­ 
day. Deceased was a single man, about 50 
years of age. He formerly kept the Ein- 
tracht Saloon, corner of 'California and 
Kearny streets. 
The New P ostm aster for San Francisco. 
Sax F rancisco, June 14th.—The tele­ 
graph brings the news from Washington 
to-day that the President has sent to the 
Senate the name of William J. Bryan to 
be Postmaster of San Francisco, vice S. 
W. Backus, term expired. Mr. Bryan is of 
Scottish descent, and he came to this State 
from the State ot Georgia in 1855. He was 
employed as a clerk in commercial houses 
in this city until I860, when he embarked 


in the drug business, which occupation he 
has continued, being at present proprietor 
of the drug store under the Grand Hotel. 
The only official position he ever held in 
this State was th at of Recorder of this city 
and county for a year's term , ending in 
January, 1885. 
Sedgwick Rem oved and His Successor 
A ppointed. 
San F rancisco, June 14th.—At this even­ 
ing’s session of the Board of Supervisors. 
Jo h n 
Sedgwick, Superintendent of 
the 
H ouse of Correction, was removed by a vote 
of 8 to 4, and T. N. M achin, formerly 
Lieutenant-G overnor of the State, was ap­ 
pointed in his place. 


UTAH. 


W holesale A rrests of Unlawful C ohabita- 
tionists—K rakem an Killed. 
Salt L ake, June 14th.—Deputy M arshals 
left last night for Pleasant Grove, forty 
miles south, and this m orning early caught 
W illiam W adlcigh, Victor Langran and O. 
I,. H en an on w arrants for unlaw ful cohab­ 
itation. 
One hid in a hay loft, another 
feigned sick and the third jum ped out of a 
window. 
All were brought here to-day. 
They waived exam ination and were held 
in $10,000 bail each ; the witnesses $200 
each. 
As the Deputies left here a telegram 
notified the Bishop,who got out of the way 
and notified the leading m en, who also 
skipped, leaving the three poor men in the 
lurch. 
A nother party of Deputies visited 
Tooele City and took in Jam es Dunn, Jonas 
Lingburg and Richard W arbttrton for the 
same offense. 
They were brought in and 
held in $1,000 each ; the witnesses $200. 
David Johns and Edward Play, arrested iu 
Provo Saturday for unlaw ful cohabitation, 
gave bail to-day in $1,000 each ; the wit­ 
nesses $200 each. 
A lbert Gray, a resident of this city, was 
run over by a cattle train in Ogden Satur­ 
day night, and his head cut in two. dying 
instantly. 
H e was a brakem an and was 
engaged in coupling cars. 


HONOLULU. 


The P arliam ent iu 
Session—Hawaiians 
Leaving the Isbtuds. 
By advices by the Mararoa, just arrived 
at San Francisco, the following is gleaned: 
During the absence on leave from H on­ 
olulu o f Theo. H . Davies, Vice-Consul 
Thom as R ain W alker has been appointed 
acting British Vice-Consul. 
Parliam ent has passed a coinage bill. 
The bill makes United States gojd coin the 
standard of value with Hawaiian silver le­ 
gal tender up to $10. 
B ut no other silver 
coin 1ms m oney functions in large or sm all 
, am ounts. 
Foreign silver coins can only 
¡ he used at bullion value. 
The effect of 
this will be to confine the silver circulation 
of the kingdom to the Kalakatia coinage. 
An Act was passed to engrossment re­ 
pealing an Aft to prohibit natives leaving 
the Islands. 
The Attorney-General moved 
th at the bill be indefinitely postponed, and 
said there was not a Haw aiian who consid­ 
ered the present law as restraining him 
front his personal liberty. 
H e thought at 
lirst it contlicted with the Constitution, but 
had found that it did not. Two years ago 
a circumstance proved that the present Act 
in force was a very salutary one. 
During 
the absence ot Governor Dominis on Maui, 
Mr. Cleghorn acted as Governor. A certain 
person, supposed to be the m anager of a 
disreputable place of am usem ent in San 
Francisco, came here for the purpose of 
hiring a hula troupe to exhibit iu his dis­ 
reputable establishm ent. 
He failed in his 
object. 
The Haw aiian steam ship A ustralia, of 
the Oceanic Com pany's fleet, sailed for San 
Francisco with one of the largest passenger 
and freigtit lists ever before exhibited by 
any outgoing vessel. The cargo was valued at 
$148,557, and the passengers num bered 228, 
of whom 84 were saloon. 
The m ajority of 
the passengers were Portuguese, whose con­ 
tract tim e had expired, and who had saved 
enough m oney to take them and their 
families to California. The crowd at the 
w harf was unprecedented, every available 
foot of standing space being occupied. The 
deck of the steam er was likewise uncom ­ 
fortably crowded by those who came to 
take leave of departing friends. This was 
occasioned by the large num ber of prom i­ 
nent residents who were leaving with their 
families for the coast and Europe. 


AUSTRALASIA. 


A rrival «1 th e Steam er M araroa from 
Sy«tney. 
The Oceanic Com pany’s steam er Mara­ 
roa which arrived at San Francisco Sun­ 
day night, brought advices from Sydney 
to May 20th and from New Zealand to May 
25th : 
AUSTRALIA. 
The Kim berley gold m ines in W estern 
Australia are turning out considerable dust. 
A rush has set in from W estern Australia 
and New South W ales. The Government 
Geologist of W estern A ustralia estim ates 
that the gold field extends over 3,500 or 
4,000 square miles, and will prove one of 
the most im portant in the history of the 
country. 
Captain Guerval and four of the crew of 
the French bark Guichen arrived at Rock­ 
ham pton May 15th. The vessel had been 
wrecked on Bird Island and five of the 
crew drowned. 
The survivors were five 
days in an open boat w ithout food or water. 
The rem ains of an unknow n wrecked 
vessel and the graves of three castaways 
have been found on an island off the south 
eastern coast of New Guinea. 
A deserted 
hut showed w ritten on one of the boards 
“ Jam es Collins. 1877; look for bottle.” 
The bottle was found, containing docu­ 
ments illegible from decay. 
NEW ZEALAND. 
The A uckland Bell, comm enting on tlie 
affairs of the New Zealand Sugar Company, 
makes

tween the Oceanic Steam ship Company
